FREEZING AIR IN 
TEXAS OIL WELL 


Output From Freak Hole Has 
no Commercial Value 


Discharge Used on Engines 

and Watermelons 

Operators and Geologists 
Show Interest 


Six million cubic feet of freezing 
cold alr pouring from what was in- 
tended to be an oll well is the 
latest natural phenomenon to be de- 
veloped in the Texas oll fields. The 
freak hole is located in Scurry 
county, and operators and geolo- 
gists are showing much interest in 
it, 

Without value commercially, 
owners of the well have devised 


ingenious means of utilizing the 
gas, which proved a boon during 
the hot summer days on the lease. 

The gas being noninflammabDle, 
drillers thought at first they had 
uncovered a new supply of helium. 
Analysis, however, showed it to be 
93 per cent inert nitrogen. Inven- 
tive mifids in the vicinity were 
called in and results obtained in a 
number of experiments which have 
been carried out are said to have 

n both interesting and satis- 
factory. 

It was found, for example, that 
when the gas was turned into an 
ordinary steam boiler the pressure 
was sufficient to operate the engine 
used in drilling adjacent wells, the 
power produced being even greater 
than that obtained with steam. Be- 
hind the flow of gas there is a rock 
pressure of 250 pounds, and as a 
safety measure, the boiler has been 
placed underground with only the 
pressure gauge and exhaust value 
protruding. 

Running a small tube of the 
cold air to a near-by oll pumper 
and connecting it to the casing 
with a novel control device, drillers 
also were able to make the well 
pump itself. 

Still another portion of the gas 
is being run through a small tur- 
bine which operates a generator, 
supplying all the electricity needed 
on the lease. / 

Laborers on the lease, 
idle moments, provide ice water 
for themselves and fellow-workers 
by holding small cans of water in 
currents of the air escaping at 
joints in the pipes and through 
safety valves. If the current is 
sufficiently large, the water will 
freeze in a short time. Water- 
melons also are being chilled in 
the same manner. | 

This is the second well in which 
freezing air has been found in this 
vicinity. The firat located a few 
miles to the south in Mitchell 
county, blew in several months ago 
with terrific pressure and before 
the drillers could bring it under 
control had demolished the derrick 
and sprayed a thick coating of salt

YIELDOF

ing colecters of bird and ani- 


mal life ang whose efforts at pres- 
ent are chiefly centered in the in- 
stitution of a huge game preserve 
in the Tehachapi, Was asked by 
the Tariff. Commission to come te 
Washington to testify at the forth- 
coming hearing on wild bird im- 
port duty, 

Because Mr. Horne and his fam- 
ily for two preceding .generations 
have collected through their agents 
all over the world everything from 
parakeets to elephants, furnishing 
them to zoos, museums, game pre- 
serves, private estates and cir- 
cusses, he is recognized as one of 
the best-informed men on such 
subjects and frequently is asked 
by Federal ahd State governments 
for advice, on matters affecting 
the conservation of animal and 
bird ute. 

SHIPMENT PROHIBITED 

“Practically all of the State game 
laws are so framed,” Mr. 
Horne. that shipmnet of quail 
and nonmigratory out- 
side the commonwealth Umits is 
prohibited. This means that in 
those States which have practical- 
ly no quall, for example, must look 
to sourees outside the United States 
for propagation birds, In some 
of the Eastern States, due to ef- 
ficient importation, propagation 
and protection, there are more 
quall than there were a quarter of 
a century ago, while In others they 
are practically extinct. 

“The chief source of quail sup- 
ply, birds that thrive in the vari- 
ous States and cross easily with 
The 
Mexican government imposes 28.5 
cents duty per bird at the border, 
dead or lee, Then the United 
States imposes an import duty of 
50 cents per bird. These two fac-

DESTROY PARASITES 
the import duty on qual] 
would go a long way toward bring- 
ing back to the United States in 
great quantities, after a reasonable 
period of protection, 
greatest birds from 
standpoint.

50,000 


acres in the Tehachapi, which Is to 


be fenced and improved as a great 


natural zoo, ultimately to become 


the property of the Pacific Sports- 
men's Club, where the member- 
ship, composed of leading figures 
in the sporting, financial and lit- 
erary world, be obligated to 
propagate a given number of the 
various species represented in the 
preserve, and give to designated 
areas in the West, where protec- 
tion is guaranteed, a certain per- 
centage of this yearly increase. Mr. 
Herne is confident that within a 
few years after this preserve begins 
active functioning a nucleus will 
have been formed from which wild 
life of the West ultimately will as- 
sume proportions similar to those 
that prevailed before indiscrimin- 
ate shooting practically denuded it 
of its wild animals and birds. 


SKLECTS BIRD FARM 


Last week Mr. Horne and his as- 
sociates chose a 1500-acre site in 
the preagrve which immediately is 
to be made Into a bird city. Con- 
tracts are to be let shortly for the 
construction of houses and pens 
where 26,000 or more quall, grouse, 
wild turkeys, pheasants, ducks, 
geese and other members of the 
feathered tribe will begin propa- 
gating under the care of bird & - 
perts.

‘HUGE BEAR KILLED 


Thirty-fourth Shot Shot Ended Its Life 


After Battle With Farmers 


Thirty-four bullets were re- 


quired to kill a huge black bear 


that had been slaughtering sheep 
in the vicinity of Bismarck, Grant 


county, south of Keyser, W. Va., 
according to information reaching 


Keyser. 


The lesses resulting from the | 


bear's raids had become so serious 
that farmers decided to trap him. 
A strong pen was constructed on 
the farm of M. R. Henline and 
six sheep were placed in it. Jack. 
Edward and Albert Cosner and 
Henline, heavily armed, hid near by 
at nightfall and waited. About 9 
o'clock the bear was seen swing- 
ing along toward the pen. After 
a preliminary survey, apparently 
prompted by suspicion that there 
might be a trap, the bear clam- 
bered over the wall of the 
closure and attacked one of the 


sheep. 
* four men then rushed up 
and began firing. Peppered with 
rife bullets, the bear, infuriated 


by pain, but stfuck in no vita] spot, 
made lunges at its assailants, each 
time being driven back by a shot 
at close range. 

Once the animal was within four 
feet of Henline, who, though he 
sent one more bullet Into its body, 
falled to kill it. Eventually one 
of the bullets penetrated the heart 
and the animal fell. 

The. bear weighed 450 pounds 
and was the biggest ever killed in 
that region.—[Cincinnati Enquirer.
